Will Not 

Be Deceived 


London, Nov. 3. 

HINESE living in South- 

east Asian countries 
were unlikely to welcome 
Communism just because 
they learn that Communist 
China is making progress 
in industrial fields, said The 
Times in an editorial today. 

Commenting on the American 
argument thot the maintenance 
pt the Chinese Natlonallst Gov- 
ernment was vital if Oversei.s 
Chinese are not to be won over 
to Communist allegiance, The 
Times sald: 

“It is however questionable 
whether most of the Chinese — 
who come almost wholly from 
the two South+Easterly — pro- 
vinces. of Ching — really do 
think in terms of these political 
nlternatives, 

“Thelr interests are much 
more local, Although some con- 
siderable support docs remain 
for the Natlonalists on Formosa 
that is mainly a survival of 
Joyaltles ar 30 and 40 
years ago. 

“On the other hand support 
for the Communist Chinese 
government Is also plain enough 
and even growing. Even so the 
nature of this support, always 
excepting such special cases as 
Singapore and Malaya, Is rare- 
{y a political allegiance. 

“It is a natGral patriotism, a 
fecllng that the leaders 
Peking are men of consequence 
who are making China {Into a 
redoubtable power in ‘which 
gnyone of the Chinese race can 
justlably feel pride.” 

The Times went on: “It Is o 
sentiment of this kind which is 
most diffused among the Over- 
sens Chinese. 

“To equate ft directly with 
‘Communist sympathies is 
absurd. Among the young such o 
sympathy exists,

Djakarta who learn that ‘their 
old country now — produces its 
own aircral may be filled with 
pride but they are .not therefore 
likely {o welcoma Communism 
in Slam or Indonésia.
